2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or reasonably suggest, the molding apparatus, as recited by 
instant claims 1-17, particularly wherein the moving mold includes the opposed mold 
blocks which meet in the closed mold block configuration to define the moving mold in 
the forward run of the mold blocks with the mold blocks separating to the open 
configuration in the return run of the mold blocks, the moving mold being surrounded by 
the air block housing in the forward run and the return run of the mold blocks to define 
the cooling chamber exteriorly around the moving mold, the cooling air being contained 
by the housing within the cooling chamber to act on and provide cooling of the moving 
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mold, and the cooling chamber maintaining the trapped cooled air environment about 
the moving mold.
